Ths civilian who was killed was a youth who saw the men setting 
fire to a warehouse, and whom a Sinn Feiner shot dead. The police 
man who was with the youth narrowly escaped, the assailant dring 
gt him point blank. The warehouses were entered by forcing and 
cutting locks and bolts. The firea broke ont simultaneously at the: 
north and south ends of the line of docks, and at Bootle the whole 
Laneashire side of the Mersey was ablaze, . 


Discoveries established that the incendiarism at Liverpool was’ 


due to a Sinn Fein plot concerning the whole docks area, which extend. 
seven miles. Pires spread over the whole distance. Four men were} 
arrested, including the man who hit the policeman with a bolt cutter. 
All Gre brigades were quickly at the scenes of the conflagration and 
were subsequently reinforced by brigades from Birkenhead, Warring- 
ton and St. Helens. The damage runs into hundreds of thousands of 
sterling.

Anstruther says that Admiral Bridge alluded to Hongkong as if it 
had no effect on the war, Vice-Admiral Anstruther peints out it was 
from Hongkong that the ships sailed which confined Admiral Von 
Spee’s supply ships to harbour, thus upreverting Von Spee ftom 
seizing the Falklands before Admiral Sir Doveton Sturdee’s squadron

Falklands we should have lost the war for want of nitrate. “So Hong- 
kong weighed well in the scale and showed very clearly that naval 
strategy is world wide.” a .

many observers were satisfied that it was a natural development 
of racial tendencies without prejudice to the Union, the Dutch in 

general having shown n& gesire to unearth the hatchet. A 

httle later, however, the elament of discord appeared in the 

shape of the Hertzogites, whose Nationalism took the form of a 

demand fora Kepublic. They grew numerous enough to harass 
the work of their distinguished kinsman, the late Ceneral 

Botha, who held the Premierscsip with his. following of 

loyal Boers, the Unionists scmetimes co-operating. 

Precisely what the grievances of the Nationalists are it would be 

difficult to say, or, rather, it would be difficult to say what they 
hape to gain from severance. Mr. Asquith recently asserted that 

“in the long run men do not fight for phrases, but tor realities.” In 

this case, at any rate, it looks vers’ much like a contest over a word 
to the disregard of solid advantages. The Nationalists have ap- 
parently become obsessed with the charm of “independence.” In 
itself independence is a grand thing, the first of all possessions, one 
may say; but as used by some people the word is simply a fetish. 

The Dutch are nos only members of a self-governing State, but, if 

either of the races has cause for complaint as tothe predominance 
of the other, it is not the Boer but the Briton. A Dutchman holdsthe 

Premiership, Dutch fll the Cabinet; the High Commissioner in 

London is a Duteh: and Dutch abound in the Executive and Judicial 

offices. While holding these cheice: posts they also’ enjoy the 
benefit of British protection against attack, of British organisation, 
aod British prestige. oo. : 

, - With all this there has remained a party of malcontents, and 

General Smuts—who succeeded his eminent compatriot in the 

Premiorship—operatiog with limited political forces, was constant 

ly exposed to the assaults of the disruptionists. A few months ago 
he essayed 2 rapprochement between the two Dutch parties. Nota 
few well-wishers of General Smuts, whose valuable services during 
the war stand in no aeed of recapitulation, looked askance at the 
negotiations with the Nationalists, imperfectly appreciating perhaps 
thePremier’s purpose of persuading his Dutch br en back to the 
fold., ‘The attempt proved abortive, and the Premier issued an 
appeal for the formation of a Moderate Party of both races, which 
practically amounted to an appeal to the -Unionist Party, who 
promptly returned a cordial welcome to the overture.

He may have made this supreme- 
ly daring move with a deliberate 
double purpose to cover the 
deployment of the British Battle 
Fleet, which was then coming up 
ta the north of him, and to use 
his torpedoes against the German 
battleships. He brovably expected 
the Britisb battleshipstodeploy to- 
wards the enemy,and was anxious 
to prevent any Germany des- 
troyer attack on them while they 
were deploying. In that case, his 
manoeuvre was a great one ‘and 
worthy of an officer famous ia 
the fleet asa “ thruster.” 

This plan cof using torpedoes 
on the Germans he had often 
discussed. If such was his inten- 
tion his great sacrifice was in 
vain. Lord Jellléoe deployed 
the British Battle Fleet away 
from the Germans into one 
enormous inelastic line, ‘and 
minutes passed before its fira 
conld take effect."—Daily Mail.
